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Neanthus and the Harp of Ory yeus. An 
A i ecdote. 


TH following anecdoge is told by 
Lucian, in his treatife againfl an igno- 
rant man who bought a number of books» 
When the Thracian bacchanals tore Or- 
pheus to pieces, they fay that his harp 
was throwa into the river Hebrus, 
with his bleeding head npon it. While 
the head jung a lamentable elegy on 
the fate of its late proprietor, the harp 
touched by the wind, accompanied it 
with folemn itrain ; till {wimming down 
the Aigean fea, the mournful concert 
arrived at Lefbos. The Lefbians ta- 
king them up, buried the head in the 
{pot where, in Lucian’s time, ftood 
the temple of Apollo. Neanthus, the 
fon of Pittacus the tyrant, who bad 
heard the wonderful qualities of this 
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harp, that t tamed wild beafls and 
moved even trees and rocks, and that, 
fince the time of Orpheus, it had never 
been touched, had a violent defire to 
try its effects. With this view he brib- 
ed the prielt who had it in keeping, 
to rive it to him, and hang up one fi- 
milar in its place, Neanthus wilely 
thought it was not proper to ufe it by 
day, nor in the city, left he fhould 
bring the honfes about his ears, but 
hiding it under his robe, went by 
night to try itin the environs.

The former opinion is, 
neverthelels, in exaét conformity with 
all that has been remarked of the na- 
tives of France at all times. Thar 
circumitance fhould be duly impreffed 
co the minds of thofe generals whole 
fate it is to be oppoled to the French. 
Impetuoiity aod impatience are cet- 
tainly prominent features in the cha- 
racter of the French foldter. Moreau’s 
conduct as a general, like his opinions, 
ditfered from that of moft of his coun- 
trymen. His advance into, as well as 
his retreat from Germany, conliderably 
relembled the ancient method of war- 
fare : he imitated his mafter Pichegru, 
in obferving more order and regularity 
in his plans ; and if it was remarked to 
him, that another general gained a 
victory by a different difpolition, he 
replied, that he could not be wrong by 
following the fteps of one who had 
never been beaten. ‘hele facts ttrongly 
point out the expediency, nay, even 
the neceflity of enquiring into the cha- 
racter, not only of the nation, but of 
its generals, againft whom it is the 
bufinefs of a generaliflimo to make 
var. 

‘Lhe great caufes to which the fue- 
cefles of the French may be alcribed, 
are difpatch in recruiting, and difpatch 
in coming into action. The faculty, 
too, of quick difcernment enables them 
with wonderful celerity to feize the op- 
portunity of driving back the enemy, 
and falling upon him, if giving way ; 
in cale of their own defeat, their ac- 
cullomed activity carries them out of 
the reach of the yictors. Their bag- 
gage is fo light, that they execute 
long marches with uncommon rapidity, 
and thereby aftonifh and confound their 
adverfaries. ‘The French are not un- 
confcious, that the difpatch and impe- 
thofity of which we have fpoken, and 
which often avails them a victory, or 
preferves them from further dilatter, 
may neverthelefs expofe them in certain 
fituations to entire dethruétion. To

M. Van Mons ftates, that if lead- 
afhes be diflolved in a fufficient quanti- 
ty of dilute mitric acid, aflilted by a 
gentle heat, anda folution be filtered, 
and then precipitated by chalk brought 
to an impalpable powder by levigation, 
the precipitate, when wafhed and dri- 
ed, will be the pureft and molt beautiful 
cerufe poflible. 

The following 1s the method adopted 
in Paris of making balfamie and anti- 
putrid vinegar :-—Lake the belt white 
wine vinegar, a handful of lavender, 
leaves and flowers, the fame quantity 
of fage, leaves and flowers, hyflop, 
tyme, balm, favory ; a good handful 
of falr, and two heads of garlic ; in- 
fufe thefe in the vinegar a fortuight or 
three weeks; the longer the better ; 
and then it 1s found to be an excellent 
remedy for wounds, for {palms aud fuf- 
focations. By rubbing the hands and 
temples with it, a perfon may go into 
foul air with great fafety. 

From various experiments 1. de in 
Germany, it appears that the bark of 
that fpecics of the fervice tree called by 
Linneus forbus aucuparta, is well adap- 
ted to the tanning of leather, aud that 
fix pounds of this bark, collected in an- 
tumn, furnifhes as much tanning-matter 
as feven pounds of oak bark ; and ar- 
dent fpirit may be likewife colle&ed 
from the ripe berries of this tree.— 
Twelve pounds of berries yield two 
quarts of fpirit ; the pulp, after diftil- 
lation, affords excellent nousifhment for 
cattle. | 

As frequently toad flools and other 
{pecies of the fungus kind are eaten for 
mufhrooms, a method of preventing the 
pernicious effeéts has been practifed in 
Vrance, which is fiated to be an infalli- 
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ble remedy :—* Excite vomiting, em- 
ploy laxatives and cly{ters, and after the 
firft evacuations admintiter a dram of 
fulnbhunie ether in a glafs of water of 
marfh-mallows. If the fymptoms are 
very alarming, it may be neceffary to 
give a clyfler made with a ftrong decoc- 
tion of tobacco.’ 

M. Ilermbitadt, of Berlin, gives the 
following aga cheap method of obtain- 
ing the fugar of the beet root :—Let 
the beet roots be pounded in a mortar, 
and then fubjected to the prefs; the 
juice is next to be clarified with lime, 
hke that of the fugarcane, and then 
by evaporation bring it to the contif- 
tence of fyrup. From 1oolbs. of raw 
fugar thus obtained, 8olbs may be had, 
by the firlt refining, of well-cryftallized 
fugar, inferior neither in quality nor 
whitencis to that of the Wett Indiecs.— 
Two days are fuilicient to complete the 
Operation,

Notwithitanding the exertions on the 
part of Auftria, the French army, by a 
great, perhaps unparalleled, movement, 
mm the courfe of a fortnight reached 
Bavaria; and, in fa, placed itfelf al- 
molt in the rear of the oppofite battal- 
leve. 

From this time partial engagements 
took place. On the evening of the 6th, 
marfhal Soult’s divifion, after fome fkir- 
mifhing, i in which feveral lives were loit, 
took poffeflion of the bridge of Dona- 
wert. On the Sth, the Irench, with 
prince Marat and marfhal Lannes at 
their head, attacked the Auttrians at 
Wertingen, and after an engagement of 
two hours, took the whole divition, 
ftandards, cannons, baggage and fol. 
diers. At this time the whole Aultrian 
army in Suabta was concentrated in and 
near Ulm. In fome affairs of lefs mo. 
ment victory decided in favour of the 
Auftrians.

In econfequence of this capitulation, 
the emperor Bonaparte on the 20th (a 
. proud day for France) rook his dation 
trom two o'clock m the moruimng to 
feven in the evening, on the heights 
near Ulm, where the Auitrian army 
marched pail him. ‘The French army 
were polied on the heights, ‘The 
peror, furrounded by his lite-cuards, 
fent for the Aultrian generals; and kept 
them with him until their Lroops had 
filed off. He treated them with the 
utmoft ditinction. There were pre- 
lent, befides the yreneral in chict, Mack, 
B cight generals, and feven licutenant-ge- 
nerals. 

Thus ended the firft part of the 

campaign in Germany. On the 14th 
of ee Bonaparte had not left 
his capit al > ane on the 20th of Oscto- 
ber, a px riod af only twenty-tix days, 
he could boait of having taken 60,000 
prifoners and upwards, with compara- 
tively but a fmall lofs of mea and 
other refources.

fore Vienna, took up his head-quar- 
ters at the country palace of prince 
Lichtenftein, Napoleon remain- 
ed at Dukeridorf, a pott ttationed about 
two miles from Vienna. 

Lhe emperor of. Auitria went from 
Vienna to Brunn, 1m his road to Ol- 
mutz. At Brenn he learnt the refult 
of count Giulay’s miffion, which was 
that the Trench emperor was willing 
to grant an armiftice, on condition that 
the Tyrol, Venice, and the ftrong 
poits of Germany, were put into his 
pofleiiion. Upon thefe terms, an ar- 
miittce was equal to a furrender of the 
Auttrian ftates and crown at difcre- 
tion ; the emperor therefore, dropped 
his folicitation, and publifhed a mani- 
telto to his people, ia which he declares 
his refolution not to make a feparate 
peace, but relying upon the pledged 
afliitance of Ruilia and Prutha, to pur- 
his fortune to the utt ermolt, and 
not to jubmit to France but in an ex- 
tremity in which it thould be impoflible 
to velit, 
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
